The  scene  is  laid  in  the  small  country  town  of  Gosport,  Indiana,  in  the 
warm  days  of  later  August.  The  play  follows  very  closely  the  story  of 
"Mary  Jane's  Pa",  known  as  "Hiram  Perkins".  Hiram  is  one  of  those  likable 
fellows  who  has  a  taste  for  good  literature  and  the  wide  world  and  who,  not 
feeling  his  responsibility  as  a  husband  and  father,  leaves  his  wife  and  two 
little  girls  to  shift  for  themselves.  Mrs.  Perkins  demonstrates  the  fact  that  a 
woman  can  succeed  if  left  to  her  own  resources. 

Pathos  and  humor  intermingle  as  the  play  proceeds  showing  Hiram 
Perkins  permitted  to  return  to  his  family  and  serve  as  the  cook  for  his  wife 
and  daughters.    The  villagers  look  with  horror  on  a  "man  hired-girl". 

Finally  Hiram  is  regenerated  by  his  own  daughter  and  becomes  a  real 
help  and  the  mainstay  of  his  family.  The  atmosphere  of  the  play  is  main- 
tained by  many  rural  characters.

The  following  week  was  filled  with  stifif  practice  and  on  Saturday  we  won 
over  South  by  a  score  of  13  to  0.  The  next  week  we  prepared  for  a  hard  game, 
for  then  we  were  to  meet  Central,  the  team  we  had  never  yet  beaten.  We  left 
Holland  with  little  hope  but  with  a  lot  of  "pep"  and  "fight".  When  Saturday 
finally  came  we  surprised  the  whole  world  by  defeating  Central.  We  were 
so  highly  elated  over  this  success  that  in  the  first  half  of  our  next  game  we 
allowed  Hastings  to  win  10  to  0  but  in  the  second  half  we  woke  up  and  the 
final  score  was  21  to  10  in  our  favor.   This  made  four  victories  and  no  defeats. 

The  next  Saturday  a  tough  gang  (called  the  football  team  of  Benton 
Harbor  High  School)  came  to  Holland  to  play  us.  As  with  all  other  teams 
their  players  averag^ed  about  15  pounds  heavier  than  ours.  We  held  them  in 
a  hard  battle  0  to  0. 

Unluckily  the  next  week  was  rainy  and  wet  and  we  had  little  practice,  so 
when  Saturday  came  around  Saint  Joseph  pushed  us  thru  the  mud  to  the 
tune  of  16  to  0.  On  Nov.  6,  we  held  the  undefeatable  State  "Champs",  Muske- 
gon, 0  to  0.  That  nig"ht  every  member  of  the  team  limped  home,  while  Oscar 
Ming  received  a  badly  broken  arm  which  put  him  out  of  football.  We  were 
scheduled  to  play  Grand  Haven  on  Nov.  13,  but  because  it  was  the  thirteenth 
a  heavy  snow  storm  caused  the  game  to  be  cancelled.  Our  last  game  was  a 
defeat  by  Union  with  a  score  of  19  to  7.  Our  total  score  was  76  while  the 
opponents'  total  score  was  54. 

In  a  post-season  game  we  were  defeated  by  Ann  Arbor. 
Our  second  team  showed  the  "pep"  and  fight  of  a  real  championship 
team.  In  all  the  games  they  played  they  had  to  go  up  against  big,  heavy 
teams,  but  by  their  "fight"  they  managed  to  win  almost  every  contest.  They 
held  the  Hope  College  Freshman  team  to  a  tie  in  one  of  their  games.  After 
a  very  successful  season  under  Captain  Oosting  they  were  all  presented  with 
the  "R"  that  had  been  most  honorably  earned.

Of 
course  we  didn't  win  the  state  championship  or  do  any  other  great  "stunt" 
to  surprise  the  world,  but  all  the  same  we  won  most  of  the  games  played  and 
our  total  score  was  greater  than  the  opponents'  total  score.  Considering  the 
fact  that  most  of  the  fellows  on  our  team  were  small  and  light,  they  played  a 
fine  game  and  defeated  many  large  schools  like  Grand  Rapids  Central  and 
others. 

With  Captain  Ted  Van  den  Brink  and  Beeuwkes  back  again  we  had  a 
small  but  excellent  nucleus  for  a  team.  As  there  were  plenty  of  fellows  out 
for  basketball  there  was  ample  material  for  Coach  Sweeney  to  pick  from. 
After  several  weeks  of  practice  the  best  ones  were  chosen  to  constitute  the 
team.  Besides  Ted  and  "Lump",  "Fat"  Weersing,  "Shorty"  Boone,  Hans 
Knutson  and  George  Hill  were  the  lucky  fellows.  Later  Roy  Hill  and  Fred 
Yonkman  played  such  a  fine  game  that  they  were  also  placed  on  the  first 
team.  We  were  unlucky  in  that  Kenny  Van  Lente  was  unable  to  play  most 
of  the  season  on  account  of  illness.

A  SCHOOL-BOOK  SPEAKS 

Who  am  I?  Well,  I  don't  wonder  that 
you  fail  to  recognize  me.  I've  been  used 
during  my  life  for  a  base  ball,  an  um- 
brella, a  footstool  and  a  heap  of  other 
things,  but  I'm  really  a  school-book.
